DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10-27-2006 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. Regarding claim 1 , the term "type" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f)or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 
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9. Claims 3-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Beerse et al (6,190,675). 

Beerse et al disclose a mild antimicrobial liquid cleansing composition, which 
provides improved residual benefit versus gram-positive bacteria. Beerse et al disclose 
that said cleansing composition comprises 1 to 80% by weight of an anionic surfactant 
such as alkyl glyceryl sulfonates having 8 to 24 carbon atoms (col. 8, lines 15-57 and 
col. 10, lines 15-25) and wherein the head group of the anionic surfactants are less than 
about 15 Angstroms (col. 12, lines 1-26); 0.1 to 12% by weight of a proton donating 
agent such as organic acids having a pKa of below 5.5 citric, adipic, malic succinic and 
lactic (col. 14, lines 1-53) and a pH of from 3.0 to 5.0 (col. 15, lines 1-17). Examples 1-9 
at column 30 show C12 sulfates; citric acid; lauroamphoacetate; para-chloro-meta- 
xylenol; pH of 3.5-5; and small/large head group size with an anionic surfactant primary 
chain length of 12. 

As this reference teaches all of the instantly required it is considered anticipatory. 

In the alternative that the above disclosure is insufficient to anticipate the above 
listed claims, it would have nonetheless been obvious to the skilled artisan to produce 
the claimed composition, as the reference teaches each of the claimed ingredients 
within the claimed proportions for the same utility. 

10. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Beerse et 
al (6,190,675). 

Beerse et al is relied upon as set forth above. Specifically, Beerse et al does not 
specifically teach with sufficient specificity the alkyl chain length of C4-C7. However, 
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Beerse et al teach anionic surfactants with C8 chain length wherein it would have been 
obvious to optimize the chain length in the absence of a showing to the contrary 
because only similar characteristics would have been obtained. Compounds, which are 
position isomers (compounds having the same radicals in physically different positions 
on the same nucleus) or homologs (compounds differing regularly by the successive 
addition of the same chemical group, e.g., by -CH2- groups) are generally of sufficiently 
close structural similarity that there is a presumed expectation that such compounds 
possess similar properties. In re Wilder, 563 F.2d 457, 195 USPQ 426 (CCPA 1977). 
Similarly, a prima facie case of obviousness exists where the claimed ranges and prior 
art ranges do not overlap but are close enough that one skilled in the art would have 
expected them to have the same properties. Titanium Metals Corp. of America v. 
Banner, 778 F.2d 775, 227 USPQ 773 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

1 1 . Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Taylor et 
al (5,798,329). 

12. Taylor et al disclose a germicidal liquid laundry detergent composition comprising 
1-40 parts by weight of an anionic surfactant such as C4-C22 linear or branched alkyl 
ether sulfonate (col. 6, lines 21-57); and up to 10% by weight of stabilizing additives 
such as citric acid (col. 1 1 , lines 35-67); and a pH of 5 (col. 1 2, lines 5-1 0). 

1 3. Taylor et al do not teach with sufficient specificity to anticipate the claims 
because the pH range does not overlap. 

14. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
encompass the claimed pH of 4.5 because it is well known that about 4.5 reads on 5 
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and it is held that a prima facie case of obviousness exists where the claimed ranges 
and prior art ranges do not overlap but are close enough that one skilled in the art would 
have expected them to have the same properties. Titanium Metals Corp. of America v. 
Banner, 778 F.2d 775, 227 USPQ 773 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Double Patenting 



15. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

16. Claims 2-41 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-42 and 1-13 of 
copending Application No. 10/177,445 and 1 1/1 13,505. Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because they overlap 
in subject matter pertaining to antimicrobial compositions with anionic surfactants and 



organic acids. 
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This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
